DECURATORY  RESOLUTION  No>  793  - 1948 


For  the  Vacation  of  Pioneer  Street  as  now  platted  and  relocating 
said  Pioneer  Street  on  the  Fifty  (50)  Foot  Right  of  Way  acquired  under 
Improvement  Resolution  No,  694  - 1937,  also  the  vacation  of  the  alley 
between  Lee  Street  and  Pioneer  Street  from  Wayne  Trace  to  Fenker  Avenue, 
also  the  vacation  of  the  alley  north  of  Wayne  Trace  from  Pioneer  Street 
to  Fenker  Avenue. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, Indiana, 
that  it  i»  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  Vacate  Pioneer  Street  as  now 
platted  and  reopen  and  relocate  Pioneer  Street  on  the  Fifty  (50)  Foot 
Right  of  Way  acqiiired  under  Improvement  Resolution  No,  694  - 1937;  also 
the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Pioneer  Street  and  Lee  Street  from  Wayne 
Trace  to  Fenker  Avenue;  also  the  waroation  of  the  alley  North  of  Wayne  Trace 
from  Pioneer  Street  to  Fenker  Avenue. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  Vacations  and  relocation 
of  pioneer  Street  as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wajnae,  Indiana, 

The  cost  of  said  alley  vacations  and  relocation  of  Pioneer  Street 
shall  be  assessed  against  the  property  owners  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  the 
proposed  allay  vacations  and  relocation  of  Pioneel*  Street  is  described  as 
follows:  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  in  Slatapers  Addition  to  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  bounded  on  the  North-West  by  Lee  Street,  on  the  South-West  by 
Wayne  Trace,  and  on  the  east  by  Fenker  Avenue. 

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled”  An  Act  Concerning 
Municipal  Corporations”,  approvgd  March  6,  1905  and  the  provisions  of  all 
acts  amendatory  thereto  and  suplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to 
bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  defered  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  five  {5%)  per  anum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums 
due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond 
or  bonds,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by 
the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  property  damages  as  said  City  is  by  ,-/ 
above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of 
said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and 
issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  eiltltled 
act  and  all  amendements  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof.

A..  To  perfect  an  election  day  organization,  the  following  infor- 

mation should  be  furnished  by  all  precinct  committeemen: 

No.  lo  The  names  of  four  (4)  volunteer  workers  who  will 
devote  their  entire  time  on  election  day  for  working  at  the 
polls.  In  choosing  these  names,  the  following  duties  should 
be  kept  in  mind: 

(a)  Poll  book  holder.  The  duty  of  this  person  is  to 
take  the  names  of  all  persons  who  present  themselves 
to  vote. 

(b)  Instructor  on  the  sample  voting  machine  outside  the 
voting  place. 

(c)  Dispatcher. 

(d)  A person  damiliar  with  the  precinct  who  can  welcome 
the  voters  as  they  approach  the  voting  place  and  who  is  able 
to  oversee  the  general  decorum  outside  the  voting  place. 

N0TE:A11  of  the  above  persons  should  be  well  instructed  in  their 
own  Job  and  in  the  jobs  of  the  other  three  persons  so  that 
the  jobs  can  be  interchanged  and  relief  given. 

No.  2.  The  name  address  and  telephone  number  of  precinct 
headquarters,  from  which  cars  will  be  dispatched  and  the 
general  business  of  the  precinct  be  conducted.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  if  at  all  possible  a place  with  a private 
telephone  be  obtained.  .
